The deeper point at issue fs not touched
upon, howaever, evem Inferentially, in the note.
This fs that the principle of non-intercourse
between noutrals and belligerents can be made
spplicable only by International agreement. It
may come as A part of the future peace plan, re-
quiring that international disputea be left to an
international eourt for determination, Any
pation that refupes 1o so submit Its case may
then find itself cut off from commerce with the
other nations, and at & decided disadvaniage.
This form of International boyocott would be the
means of enforcing submission to the decrdes of
the arbitration courts, and in & measurs at least
take the place ‘of the resort to arms by which
disagresments between nations are now settied.
But for this war It Is out of the guestion for
any one country to change the accepted rules
governing belligerents and neutrals,
